Chicks Shipped for Long 


Distance Are Harder 


to Raise 


Chicks shipped for long distances 


lose weight and are difficult to raise, 
declares G. W. Knox, Jr., Extension 
poultryman, University of Arkansas 
College of Agriculture. Several years 
ago it was thought that chicks should 
be held for 48 to 72 hours before feed- 
ing, but it is now known that.chicks 
should be fed when they are first 
hatched. Shipping chicks causes them 
to be held a long time without feed 
and water. By starting the chicks In 
this manner they often over eat when 
they have access to food causing bowel 
trouble and other disorders. If chicks 
are bought near home they can be fed 
earlier, and too, (db not lose the 
weight. 


Chicks bought near home are easier 


to raise, and are usually just as good 
quality and often better quality than 
chicks that arc bought out of. the 
state, Mr. Knox states.
